nes &ſeruitude (wherewith they had beene {9 
manie yercs oppreſfled) and being intiſed with 
the beautie & ſweernes of trueth, they ioyned 
themſclues ynto the fincere teachers of truth, 
not hauingregard of other matters whatſoe « 
uer, By which meanes, the puricic of doQrine 
was cuerie where propagated & ſpred abroad, 
the Churches were cſtabliſhed & reſtored vn- 
co their former beaurie,firſt in Germanie,Swit- 
ferland,then in England, Scotland, France, Flan- 
ders, Denmarke,& other prouinces. And though 
that vnluckie contention concerning the ſup- 
per of the Lorde, did ſtraightwaie beginne, a- 
mongſtrhe preachers of the Goſpell, cuenin 
the beginning thereof , and continucth alſo 
ynto this day (Satan cndeauouring thereby to 
hinder and taie the cauſe of the goſpell )-yer 
we aretothinke thus: Firſt, that Sathan hath 
not now begun, but hath praQiſed long agoe, 
to ſcrar variance the holy ſeruants of God, as 
Paul and Barnabas, and againe the ſame Paul 
and Peter with others more: ſecondlie, thar as 
concerning the foundation of the dofrine & 
religion of Chriſt, & all things neceflarie vato

and cruſt repoſed in workes wherwith miſeras 


ble men were bewitched in time of Poperie, 


both parties agreed, that our whole ſaluation 
conſiſteth inthe merires of Chriſt : onely the 
difference is in the ſupper of the Lorde, con- 
cerning the corporall preſence, and the bodily 
eating,and that the ſame is common yntothe 
godlie and the wicked (as the one part defen« 
derh) and fo not neceflarie vnto- ſaluation. 
Thirdly, it is no great maruecll, if in the begin- 
ning of reformation, & as it were, in the daw- 
ning of the day, all chings were nor at the firſt 
well conſidered: foriccan ſcarſcly be declared 
whar a deep gulfe of ignorance was in popery, 
and whatan horrible darkenefſe by reaſon of 
errours. And doubtlefic, itwas a veric great 
miracle wrought by God, that thoſe firſt do» 
cours of the goſpell could ariſe from thence, 
in ſolitle and ſhort ſpace, Andalthoughthe 
teſuites which arc lately ſprong vp, indeauour 
ro heale this wounde of Antichriſt, yer ſhall 
they never fullic cure the ſame. | 

93 Finally , hc ſhalbe deſtroicdin the laſt 
daicof Chriſt , when he returneth ro iudge- 
ment, and ſhalbe caft into the lake of fire and 
brimſtone according vnto the prophecie be- 
fore declared. Inthe meane ſeafon, we are pa- 
tiently ro beare that perſecution wherwith he 
eppreſſeth vs, and we muſt nor for his ryranig 
kauc or forſake the profeſſion of the truch. .

For whe- 
ther they confider the dofrine or behold che 
maners and aQjons of the Pope,they all agree 
ynto theſe prophecies:and though herecofore 
there were controuerfice rouching primacic, 8 
there wete diuers errours (and they nor ſmall) 
concerning the doQrine : yer afterwarde, the 
defire of bearing fway, did more breake forth, 
Idolatrie, and impicric was encreaſed, and ar 
the length Bonifacethe third obtained of Pho- 
ca: the Emperour, that whoſocuer ſhould be 
the Biſhop of auncient Rome , ſhould alſo bee 
eſtceemed as vniuerſal] Biſhop, that Rome 
thoulde be accounted the heade of all Chur- 
ches, and thar this priuiledge mightbe rradu+ 
cedtotheir ſucceſſours : ard within a while 
aker , others of chem chalcnged both the 
ſwords for themſclues, eſtabliſhed this by de+ 
cree,thar the Mafle'was a ſacrifice propitia- 
rorie for the living and the dead: and to con- 
clude,they made Rome a ſanQuarie for Idols. 

95 Hirherto wee haue ſhewed, who this 
great Antichriſt is. But as in the former que» 


Niion,, the Papiſtes doe differ from vs, whar 


Antichriſt ſhould be, ſolikewiſe in this latter, 
who Antichriſt ſhould be: for as they doe de- 
fine Antichriſt otherwiſe then we, ſo doe they 
vtrerly denic that the Pope of Rome is that 
Antichriſt . For the Pope with his adherents 
(now playing the part of Antichriſt) docth 
feigne another Antichriſt, and teacheth _
